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Nothing Goes “Away 


WWII Tanker Sunk by Nazis May Be Leaking Oil off Shinnecock 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he attack on Pearl Harbor on December 
7, 1941, marked America’s entry into the 
Second World War. Within days, we had declared 
war not only on Japan but also on Germany. With 
our entry into the war, there was little doubt that 
the U.S. and its allies would prevail. However, 
after Pearl Harbor, the American Navy was so 
crippled, its ship-building operation would need 
almost an entire year before Naval vessels could 
mount a challenge to the German U-boats that 
roamed the Atlantic Ocean, torpedoing merchant 
ships and tankers bearing the flags of England, 
America and any other of its allies, almost at will. 
Not only that, we couldn’t even track where 
the German U-boats were. German submarine 
commanders during that one-year period referred 
to their job sinking merchant ships as “the happy 
time.” It’s in all the journals they kept. And the 
Germans kept records of everything. 
Here in the Hamptons, the most famous of all 
World War II stories concerned the arrival of 
four Nazi saboteurs onto a beach in Amagansett 


one foggy night, bringing in with them boxes 
of high explosives, which they buried in the 
sand. They came in a rubber boat rowed by 
Nazi sailors from a Nazi U-boat at 1 a.m. in the 
morning on June 23, 1942, just six months after 
Pearl Harbor. No ships encountered them. But a 
random encounter did take place once they came 
ashore to the beach. 

A Coast Guardsman walking the beach at 
Amagansett, looking out for Nazi intruders— 
civilians were not permitted on the beaches 
at night as a result of this campaign, and the 
Coast Guard was enforcing it—encountered the 
foursome and talked briefly to one of them. This 
German, who spoke perfect English, offered a 
bribe of $350 to the Coast Guardsman if he 
would keep to himself what he was seeing. The 
Coast Guardsman took it, but then ran through 
the fog back to the Amagansett Coast Guard 
station to immediately report that Germans had 
landed. The Army and Navy soon arrived and the 
explosives were discovered, but the saboteurs had 
left the beach and were not found—until 10 days 
later, when their leader turned the others in after 


securing a meeting with the FBI in Washington. 
Although this story is the most well-known of 
those war stories, there is another tale of the Nazi 
U-boats a few miles off Southampton, which has 
led this week to the employment by the Coast 
Guard of a company that sends divers down to the 
sea bottom to investigate shipwrecks. Twice since 
2016, the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 


_Administration notified the Coast Guard that this 


particular shipwreck—a British oil tanker called 
the Coimbra, sunk in January 1942 by a U-boat 
just five weeks after Pearl Harbor—appeared to 
be the source of oil slicks that have appeared on 
the ocean’s surface offshore of the Hamptons. 
Beginning last Sunday and through to May 30, 
mariners have been told to stay at least 500 yards 
away from this operation, where divers from the 
Resolve Marine Group of Florida have a ship 
anchored over this wreck. It is their intention, 
at the end of the month, to be able to determine 
if this 70-year-old ship, bearing 2.7 million 
gallons of heavy lubricating oil when sunk, has 
deteriorated enough to need serious attention 
and a possible pump out of any remaining oil. 
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It was believed, considering what happened 
on that January night in 1942, that almost all 
the oil on board spilled out or caught fire and 
was consumed after the torpedoes hit. Indeed, 
this naval assault was so intense that residents 
of the Hamptons, seeing flames and fire off in 
the Atlantic that night, called the authorities to 
report that another ship seemed to have gone 
down. Such sightings were not uncommon up 
and down the Atlantic coast. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, 


during the war and later, both wrote they believed — 


_ that with the United States entering the conflict, 
eventual victory was certain. But they also both 
wrote that in 1942 they were very frightened 
with what was happening in the Atlantic with 
the U-boats sinking so much of the American 
shipping bound for England that year. England 
stood alone against Hitler, the conqueror of 
_ Europe, at that time. It was desperate for supplies 
and would starve to death if supplies were not to 


come. America had been supplying England with 


_ everything it needed beginning from when the 
’ war in Europe began, but the onslaught of the 
U-boats in 1942 was a disaster. 

When the totals were added up every month 
during that one-year period, it was found that 
more ships were being sunk than could be built 
to replace them. If that were to continue, in 
the end, in spite of the odds, Hitler could win 
_ anyway. Their fears ended in 1943 when newly 
built American ships came down the ways by the 
thousands and began relentlessly attacking the 
- U-boats. Methods were also found to be able to 
track them. The threat was over by 1944. 


The attack on the Coimbra has been fully

documented, not only from American war records 
but also from German war records. The Coimbra, 
a five-year-old tanker flying the British flag, had 
filled its hull with all this oil from a refinery in 
Bayonne, New Jersey. Its captain, John Patrick 
Bernard, and its 45-man crew intended to sail 
along the south coast of Long Island, then head 
north, hugging the coast until Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, before finally heading across the North 
Atlantic to Britain. It wasn’t even 24 hours out of 
port when it met its fate. 

German U-boat 123 was patrolling west to east 
along the south coast of Long Island when at 9 
a.m. a crew member sighted the stern lights of 
what turned out to be the slow-moving Coimbra, 
heading in the same direction directly ahead of 
them. The information was swiftly delivered to 
Captain Reinhard Hardegen. Hardegen ordered 
everyone to their station, completed a dive, raised 
the periscope and at a signal fired a single torpedo 
at the Coimbra. 

The torpedo hit the starboard side, just 


behind the engine room, and immediately there 
was a tremendous explosion followed by an . 


uncontrolled and spectacular fire on the sea’s 
surface. The ship trembled and veered out of 
control, losing power and beginning to sit lower 
in the water. 

Fifteen minutes after the first torpedo, 
Hardegen ordered a second torpedo fired, and 
this time the Coimbra stopped dead in the water 
and sank almost entirely, just an air bubble 
beneath the bow keeping that part of the ship 
above the waterline. . 

It all happened so quickly, the American 
merchantmen did not even have time to launch 


the five lifeboats that might have saved them. 
The crew abandoned ship by leaping into the 
cold sea before the ship went down. Nine of them 
climbed aboard two rafts and were soon found 
and rescued by sailors in a whaleboat from the 
USS Mayrant. Twelve other crewmen swam over 
to an upside-down lifeboat, managed to right it, 
and climbed aboard. But it soon drifted away, and 
because the waves occasionally broke over it, the 
men were unable to fully bail it out and so sat in 
freezing cold water for the next 12 hours. Ten of 
them, including the captain, died of the exposure. 
Two were rescued by sailors from the USS Royan 
that evening. The rest of the crew drowned. Ten 
survived, 36 died. 

Hardegen wrote in his diary, “These are some 
pretty buoys we are leaving for the Yankees in 
the harbor approaches as replacement for the 
lightships.” And he left the scene. 

Eventually, the Coimbra k, not far from 
where it was torpedoed.

It’s Been Said the Summer Gets Crazy. Well, It’s Beginning Now

t was pretty quiet in the Hamptons all winter. 
But if you think about what has happened in 
just the last two weeks, one can hardly wait for 
what the summer is going to be like. It’s crazy. 
The Shinnecock Indian Nation has begun 
building two 61-foot-tall structures on the side of 
the Sunrise Highway in Hampton Bays between 
Exit 65 and 66, just to the west of the Shinnecock 
Canal. They own wooded property there. It backs 
- right up to the highway and extends all the way 
to Peconic Bay. It’s not part of their 800-acre 
reservation on the south side of Hill Street in 
Southampton, where. federal laws prevail and 
they have electrified and neon signage, but the 
Nation claims its status covers this property, too. 
Local authorities have sent letters to the tribe 
asking that construction on these billboards stop 
for a variety of reasons—concerns about height 
restrictions, neon and electric light restrictions, 
dark skies laws, motorist distraction and lack of 
neighborliness—but the construction continues. 
The tribe calls these objects monuments, because 
its seal appears between 45 and 61 feet, up 
top you could call it a monument, but the 
bottom 45 feet will have 30-foot lit electronic 
billboard advertisements. 


Tribal Trustee Lance Gumbs told me that 
the monument is part of an ongoing project 
to “alleviate the economic disparity between 
the Native community and the surrounding 
Southampton Area.” And there is certainly that. 

The Southampton Town Supervisor told the 
New York Post “this is more befitting of Times 
Square or Las Vegas. People are driving on that 
highway to escape that urban environment to 
come out to the Hamptons.” 

This wooded area north of the Sunrise was 
the proposed site of a Shinnecock bingo hall 
and casino 15 years ago. Land was cleared, 
but for one reason or another, it did not 
proceed. Perhaps this is the start of a revival 
of that. 

It should be pointed out that the sculpture 


Stargazer, which many consider a monument 


signifying the beginning of the Hamptons, is 50 
feet tall and is located on Manorville Road near 
where it meets up with the Sunrise Highway, a 
bit further up-island. One should also note it was 
originally scheduled to be put up at the entrance 
of the Animal Rescue Fund property opposite the 
East Hampton Airport, but, I was told, officials 
felt it would distract aircraft pilots coming and 
going and might even be a height hazard because 


it was on the flight path. 
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THE TANK 

n anonymous donor has offered more than 

$300,000 to the East Hampton Town 
Board to buy a military-style road vehicle for 
the police department. Objections arose when 
this was presented to the general public, so the 
Town is holding off for the moment to consider 
further input. 
' The vehicle is called a Ballistic Engineered 
Armored Response Counter Attack Truck. It is 
fully armored, has bulletproof glass, puncture- 
proof tires, off-road handling and shut-down 


‘potential to make it impervious to poison gas or 


airborne chemicals. The vehicle goes by the name 
of BearCat, which is what the first letters in each 
word in the name of the vehicle spell. It doesn’t 
sound so menacing when you call it that. But then 
remember that the manufacturer of the M-17 
military assault rifle has called its civilian version 
the “sports” model. 

“Unfortunately, it’s a response to what we 
see in national trends,” Town Supervisor Peter 
Van Scoy told the media. He mentioned school, 
church and synagogue shootings around the 
country, one only a week earlier. More than 
800 police departments have such a vehicle 
at the ready for such emergencies, The

Last week, a 56-year-old man named 
Scott A. McKallip was arrested and charged with 
setting it. 

He was also charged, back in December, with 
violating an order of protection given to a woman 
who worked at the Clubhouse. He had been 
accused of sending her nude selfies. And he 
showed up there anyway. He’s also been arrested 
numerous times on other charges, including petty 
larceny, and, on one occasion, allegedly entering 
Fierro’s Restaurant in East Hampton shouting, 
according to patrons there at the time, that he was 
suing the police department and that he had set 
that fire. He’s a veteran, and a good guess is that 
he might need some help. He was remanded to jail 
up island. 

In other arrests this past week, the East 
Hampton police department reports the April 
27 arrest of a woman who allegedly crashed 
her car into a tree on Abrahams Path in East 
Hampton and, The Independent reported, 
according to police, told the arresting officer 
“I stayed up all night to get ready for spring.”

THE LAWSUIT 
FF” more than 20 years, Cablevision was the

One shareholder of Madison Square Garden 
(MSG), the parent holding company of those 
entities, has filed a lawsuit on behalf of all other 
shareholders, claiming that James Dolan—the 
reigning executive chairman and CEO and son 
of the founder—who has failed to mount an 

impressive sports team during the last 15 years, 
has been spending too much of his time touring 
the country with his rock band JD & the Straight 
Shot, to the neglect of his duties as CEO. He works 
part time, the suit claims, and his compensation 
for his part-time CEO work is “excessive.” He was 


reportedly paid more that $75 million during the 
last three fiscal years, an amount about double of 
the average paid to CEO’s of similar-size national 
corporations, the suit says. 

The suit points out that in 2017, his band 
had gigs in 41 different cities and 6 foreign 
countries. On one such nationwide tour, 
I recall, he worked -sometimes as_ the 
opening act for the band Chicago or the 
Doobie Brothers. 

MSG’s response, according to the New York 
Post, was a statement saying the suit was 
“nothing more than corporate harassment” by 
law firms that “represent the worst in our legal 
system.” The statement went on to say, “We 
look forward to fully litigating this matter to 
conclusion. We will never settle nor give in to this 
corporate extortion.”

had an opportunity to go to Washington D.C. 
last week for two days, accompanying my 
wife, who had work to do meeting members of 
Congress on behalf of a children’s nonprofit she 
supports. Given how President Trump rattles the 
bars on his cage every day against the other two 


~ branches of government, and particularly against _ 


the fourth estate, as the media is called, I thought 
it might be a good thing to visit the Newseum, 
which was founded by Al Neuharth and the 
Freedom Forum in 1997. I’d never been there. I 
thought it might buck me up. It did. 

One section had an 80-foot-long display of 
front pages of 40 daily newspapers, side by 
side. The front pages were from that morning. 
Separate showcases featured The Sacramento 
Bee, The Wall Street Journal, The Miami 
Herald, the Chicago Tribune and so forth and 
so on. Many front pages offered local news, 
while others offered national or global news. 
This particular day, some front pages headlined 
Trump’s attempted takeover of the job Congress 
has been tasked with. He’d issued an “executive 
order” about who is allowed to talk or provide 
information to the House of Representatives. 

_Above the newspapers was a quote from a 
Congressman from the past, Daniel Moynihan 
(D-NY). It read, “If you visit a country where the 
newspapers are all filled with good news, you'll 
find a lot of good people in the jails.” 

One large hall with a 50-foot ceiling featured 
at its center an enormous 40-foot-tall concrete 
watchtower that had stood in East Berlin on the 
Communist side of the Berlin Wall for many 
years. Many Germans who tried to scale the wall 
were spotlighted by the big searchlights atop this 
tower to help sharpshooters pick them off. Five 
concrete panels of the Berlin Wall itself, each 10 
feet high, were adjacent to the tower. You could 
walk around the wall. Words printed on the 
ground spelled out the rules of each side, so you 
had to step on these rules. Here’s what was on 
the west side:

Other exhibits included a 15-foot-tall twisted 
steel wreckage from 9/11, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
news photos, great editorial cartoons over 
the last century, a big satellite news truck, a 
wall inscribed with the names of journalists 
killed while on war assignment or murdered in 
retaliation for their reporting. In the five-story 
entry hall of the museum, a helicopter appeared 
to float along suspended from the ceiling on a 
wire, its occupants supposedly monitoring a news 
story down below. There were displays about the 
Civil Rights Movement, women getting the vote, 
rights for gays, immigration, prohibition and, in 
a theater with a flat-screen 100 feet long TV, live 
feeds from multiple news sources at the top of 
every hour, bringing museum goers up-to-the- 
minute news. 

Of particular interest to me was television 
footage of Watergate and the fall of President 


Richard Nixon. Seen on early black-and-white" 
-TVs nestled within the wooden consoles that 


graced living rooms of that era, the video was 
shown complete with sound. 

“These accusations are based on the most 
flimsy evidence imaginable,” says John Mitchell, 
the Attorney General, about the news that 


Nixon had been masterminding the burglary of 


the Democratic campaign headquarters at the 
Watergate. “It’s all lies,” says one of Nixon’s press 
secretaries at a news conference. “The journalists 
who make this stuff up should be punished.”

Another room was filled with other TV or 
radio news reports from bygone eras. AIDS. 
The Depression. Also, behind - glass, the 
yellowing front pages of old original newspapers 
featured headlines that screamed out at you.’ 
KENNEDY SHOT. JAPAN ATTACKS OAHU. 
GERMANS SURRENDER. A-BOMB DROPPED 
ON HIROSHIMA. DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE SIGNED. 

There was an exhibit of “fake news.” One 
newspaper reporter circa 1925 said that three- 
foot-tall aliens had been seen on telescopes 
pointed at the moon. Another described The New 
York Times’ discovery of made-up interviews by 
a celebrated New York Times journalist in the 
1990s. And Judith Miller’s inaccurately vetted 
reporting of Saddam Hussein’s weapons of 
mass destruction. 

There was other inaccurate news, either by 
accident or on purpose. In one display, a man 
was photographed holding a St. Louis daily 
newspaper that headlined DEWEY DEFEATS 
TRUMAN, so declaring the man who lost as 
our next president. Another newspaper, I think 
it was in Tallahassee, earned three front pages 
from the same day, side-by-side at the museum. - 
Each was published a few hours after the one 
before. The headlines were BUSH BEATS GORE, 
then GORE BEATS BUSH, then TOO CLOSE

The Newseum was packed with high school 
students and their chaperones from around the 
country. We had lunch at a table in the huge 
first floor cafeteria with three junior high school 


- students from Indianapolis, whose parents and 


teachers had accompanied them on a 12-hour 
drive to Washington. When I asked one of them: 
what was most memorable, she said “the flag 
going up at Iwo Jima.” It seems freedom might 
be safe after all. 

The last exhibit we visited was called “First 
Dogs: American Presidents and Their Pets.” Then 
I issued an “executive order” in the matter of our 
moving on to a National Geographic museum 
that had an exhibit on Egyptian Queens. gu

outhamptonite Howard Stern has been 

labelled a shock jock for most of his career, 
and with a superhero alter ego named Fart Man, 
it’s easy to see why. But, from what we have seen 
for years here in the Hamptons, and in a May 
12 interview with CBS Sunday Morning’s Tracy 
Smith about his career and new book, Howard 
Stern Comes Again, it’s 
clear that he’s much 
more than that. 

During his time as host 
of The Howard Stern 
Show, Stern has gotten 
celebrities to share 
intimate details about 
their lives, largely due to 
his own openness. “My 
whole career has been 
about honesty—painful 
honesty,” he told Smith. 
“When people walk in, 
they feel that expectation, like maybe they should 
open up.” 

Stern’s star-studded list of radio guests includes 
Easter Enders Alec Baldwin, Madonna, Paul 
McCartney, Jimmy Fallon and Billy Joel, 
as well his favorite interview of all. time— 
Conan O’Brien. 

“I feel like I had one of the most sincere 
conversations, and it was so fulfilling. It was 
funny. It was brilliant, in terms of what the guest 
was saying...I felt complete,” Stern said of O’Brien 
during The Howard Stern Show. O’Brien, who 
appeared on-air to chat with Stern during the 
episode, was very flattered. but offered, “I think 
it’s a mistake!” Stern and O’Brien agreed that they 
had a nice rapport and connection, and that their 
2015 interview had a lasting impact. “It’s like 
we had sex,” O’Brien said, adding earnestly, “I 
consider you the best interviewer in any medium 
today. It seriously is an honor.” 

One guest Stern couldn’t help but bring on 
his radio show again and again was Donald 
Trump. “He’s one of the best guests ever. Why?

“The Prompter” Showcases the Best of Wade Dooley 


he theater business is no place for defeatists. 

It requires intense willpower, passion and 
perseverance to continuously seek out bigger and 
better roles. While Wade Dooley understands the 
challenge of pursuing a career in acting, he found 
an ingenious way to guarantee himself a starring 
role. Bay Street Theater’s 2019 Mainstage season 
opens with the world premiere of The Prompter, 
a comedy marking Dooley’s debut as a playwright 
and leading man. 

Dooley recalls getting the idea to write his own 
play from a former acting teacher, an idea which 
would not only secure him a starring role but would 
also serve as the ideal character reel—a chance to 
showcase his skills for future directors. “Portraying 
a role that you wrote gives you the opportunity to make 
it a sampling of what you do best,” he says. “If I have 
the opportunity to put in a little taste of everything that 
I feel like I do really well [including a‘Carol Channing 
impression], then I’m going to do that,” he chuckles, 
adding, “I think I’m confident to say that nobody else 
could play the part better than I could.” 

The Prompter, directed by Bay Street Artistic 
Director Scott Schwartz, is a theatrical amalgamation 
of Dooley’s experiences in theater, narrated by Wade 
(the character) as short stories taking place over a six- 
month period. These vignettes weave together the story 
of Wade’s relationship with the fictional Irene Young, a 
veteran actress set to return to the stage after a 40-year 
absence. When she finds herself unable to remember 
her lines, she enlists Wade to be her prompter. “I 
really do think, at the core of it, it’s a universal story,” 
Dooley says. “It strikes a chord with everyone, whether 
you're a theater person or not, everybody has had this 


experience with a mentor or a teacher, or a romantic © 


experience that they've had, where you've sort of 
dreamed of a relationship with this person, but things 
don’t always work out as you’ve dreamed.” 

Although Irene is the leading lady of The Prompter 
and the only onscreen character besides Wade, ‘it 
wasn’t until audience members shared their feedback 
after the play’s reading at Bay Street’s 2018 New Works 
Festival that she became a fully realized character. 
“From the reading to today, it’s more and more a 
two-person show, not a one-and-a-half-person show. 
I think Irene, at that time, wasn’t as realized as she 
needed to be,” he notes. “I think both of us are deeper, 


' more developed characters now.” 


According to Dooley, Tovah Feldshuh, star of 
Golda’s Balcony, the longest running one-woman 
Broadway show, was an easy choice for Irene, as he’d 
been a longtime admirer of her work and Schwartz 
had worked with her previously, as director of Golda’s 
Balcony. “I need to have a bracelet made that says, 
‘What Would Tovah Do?’ because she’s very fearless 
onstage, and she’s always ready to try something,” 
Dooley muses. 

In addition to the complex characters at the forefront 
of The Prompter, the play also draws the audience into 
its world through an impressive set, designed by Kevin 
Depinet, and sound design by Jon Weston. “[The 
set] immerses the audience both on the stage and 
backstage, where you feel like you’re surrounded by the 
action. And most importantly, you’re surrounded by 
the sound of the play,” Dooley explains. “I think sound 
in this production is like the third character in the play. 
Youre listening to what I’m saying in [Irene’s] ear; 
you're listening to what’s happening onstage; there are 
other characters that are just voiceover that happen 
within the show. A lot of this show is birthed from my 
memory, and I think sound is going to play a really 
interesting part to transport people and allow them to 
use their imagination to see what I’m seeing and feel 
what I’m feeling.”

We have food trucks, including Hampton Coffee 
Company and Mattitaco, we'll have an ice cream 
truck...itll be a fun day where you can picnic and 
be outdoors. We have an indoor facility, as well, in 
case of rain. If it rains we'll move the vendors inside. 
Basically, people are free to bring their whole 
family and their dogs. It’s a fun day to celebrate 
the pets in our lives and raise money for 
the shelter. 


We've always had a great time. Everybody who 
has come has continued to return and it’s a great 


opportunity to bring your pets and do something fun. 
There are not many pet friendly activities [on the East 

- End], so that’s one of the biggest things—it’s a great 
way to keep your pet socialized. 


With sponsorships we're close to about $10,000.. 


In previous years we've raised in the twenties. We're 
hoping to do a little bit better than past years. We’re 
also trying to raise awareness a little bit more. All 
the money goes to the top-notch care of our pets. 
The pets in our shelter have a nicer experience than 
many other shelters. They have playgroups. Our cats, 
for the most part, live in free-roam patios. All the 


money we raise provides a better life for 
our animals. 


I would, 100%, always adopt. It might not 
be that specific day you will be able to find 
the right pet, and sometimes it’s not the 
look you thought you were going to fall in 
love with, but be open! It’s about picking the 
-right match for your family, rather than the 
perfect look for your couch. For example, 
you know an adult dog’s personality already. 
We're able to know the pets a little better 
than when you go to a breeder. We've 
evaluated them. We know if our dogs will 
want to go on hikes versus one that would 
rather watch Netflix with you. 

I think in adopting a shelter pet, you 
get more background than a lot of other 
places. We know their temperament. Because of that it 
gives you a little more information and we coach you 
through adoptions and see if it’s a right fit. And you 
can always call back and we'd be happy to talk people 
through that. We’re there for you throughout the life 
of the animal. gi

Spotlight On: Amagansett, from the Lanes to the Dunes 


hat is it about Amagansett? “It is not East 

Hampton anditis not Montauk—it hasa totally 
unique vibe,” says Ed Bruehl of Saunders. Corcoran 
agent Arlene Reckson, who lives in the Lanes, 
agrees. “Amagansett has a different vibe, which 
reflects its American Indian heritage. Amagansett 
means ‘place of good water.’ It offers the best of all 
worlds: From many areas in Amagansett, one can 
walk to both the village shops and ocean beach.” 

It’s all about the Amagansett beaches for BHS 
agent. Martha Gundersen, as well as Saunders’ 
Kieran Brew, who also live there. Gundersen says, 
“Amagansett has both the ocean and bay so close. 
The light is amazing and you can swim and walk 
forever on the beaches.” 

“The most special aspect of Amagansett is the 
proximity to both town and the ocean beaches,” 
Brew says. “You can get off the Jitney or train in town 
and the beach is two minutes away. There are houses 
in the Lanes that are closer to the ocean than houses 
on Further Lane...and houses in the Dunes that are 
closer than houses on Lily Pond Lane. You’re never 
more than a couple minutes drive, walk or bike from 
town or the beach.” 

As for real estate, Gundersen says, “The three areas 
are the Lanes, Dunes and the north. Each has unique 
wonderful qualities. The housing stock consists of 
small dune cottages, large 7-bedroom homes in the 
Lanes, and beautiful homes on 2 acres plus in the 
north. There’s also Lazy Point with cottages for those 
who want to really chill. Prices range from $1 million 
for a small fixer-upper to a $10-20 million plus home 
with all the bells and whistles. Oceanfront can be much 
more, depending on the house and lot.” 


66 Old Montauk Highway is a property listed by 
Gundersen in the Lanes and “It’s a great deal,” she says 
(it’s a co-exclusive with Patrick McLaughlin at Douglas 
Elliman). On one acre with specimen trees and lush 
gardens, there’s a c. 1870 5-bedroom house with gunite 
pool, pool house, and separate, legal yoga studio—all 
for $5.375 million. 

“One of the secrets to selling in Amagansett is wind 
direction,” says Brew. “When the wind is blowing from 
the south, you can hear the ocean from everywhere. 
It’s pretty neat to be able to stand on a property on 
the other side of Montauk Highway and say, ‘Hear 
that? That’s the ocean.” Brew says he gets a lot of 
customers where one partner wants Montauk and the 
other the Hamptons, but it turns out Amagansett suits 
them both. 

He’s listed a property at 15 Bittersweet Lane, which 


he says is “the ultimate Devon Yacht Club property. 
The views are kind of ridiculous.” Set on 2 acres 
high on a hill, it has bay views from the second floor 
and a the rooftop deck. The new-build is asking $5.9 
million, which includes the 7,130-square foot house, 
pool and pool house, while the roof deck features 
water, gas, electric and sound hookups. 

Sunset views are everything for Ed Bruehl, 
especially, he says, “when the property has a pool 
on the water side.” Which is certainly the case for 
his bayfront listing. “This is a special offering on 
an amazing bay beach,” he explains. “Watch the 
sunset and the Devon Yacht Club fireworks or get 
up early and watch the sunrise over the adjacent 
130-plus acre reserve. Cranberry Hole is a very 
special location.” 

The 5,000-square-foot house at 421 Cranberry 
Hole Road was built in 2005. It sports 5 bedrooms, the 
coveted waterside pool, plus its own sandy bay beach. 
Asking price is $5.99 million. 

Clients fall in love with one particular area, says 
Arlene Reckson. “Most people who wish to be in the 
Dunes or Lanes...will only live in the Dunes or Lanes. 
It’s unique to the Hamptons.” 

One of Reckson’s listings in the Dunes is 108 Central 
Avenue, “a quintessential modern beach house with 
pool set on a rare corner lot. It even has a grass lawn.” 
Asking $3.295 million, the modern, renovated house is 
set on a third of an acre, and features numerous patios 
and decks for outdoor living.
